Methodist Church, and twenty-three of whom are nurses at local hospitals, submitted today to 
the removal of small patches of skin from their arms and thighs in an effort to save the life of 
Mrs. Mayme A. Bennett, nurse, who was seriously burned April 10, when her dress caught fire 
from an open grate. 


Sixty to seventy additional women must contribute skin before enough to cover the 
vic- 


tim's wounds will be obtained.

Following the fatal accident the Sciotoville au- 


thorities placed David Ealey, 26, employee of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railroad, of. Chinnville, Ky., un- 
der arrest, and later turned him over to the county 
authorities to be held pending investigations. Ealey 
was driving the car at the time of the accident and 
claimed that it belonged to him. He was arrested on 
the testimony that tends to show, it is said, the 
car was exceeding the speed limit and the party was 
drinking liquor and making merry. Ealey was brought 
to the county jail at 3:40 Wednesday morning and 


placed behind the bars. 


The speeding Ford touring car owned and driven by David 


Ealey, started skidding at the end of the Gallia pik& paving just 
opposite the Scioto Fire Brick company and the wheels of the car, 
according to the owner, clung to the very edge of the small em- 
bankment, that separates the pike that turns north from the tracks 
of the Portsmouth Street Railroad and Light company for a short 
distance then dropped down over the bank a small distance. The 
driver then claims that he gave the machine more gasoline and the 
rear wheels skidded and the wreck occurred. 


The touring car turned completely over twice, according to the 


opinion of the officials and landed sideways of the street railway 
tracks right side up with the front of the machine pointed toward 
the pike. All of the occupants were thrown out when the car 
turned turtle. 


Scenes that followed the crash were frightful. David Ealey, the 


driver, and George Adkins had been in the front seat and Mrs- 
Anna Burgess, Mrs. Sally Adkins, Harry Davis,

and Grover Cleveland Adkins were in the tonneau.. They were all 
tossed out of the car in a twinkling.
